There is no condition of life 
vhicn is incompatible with the dictates 
nd principles and precepts of

At the same time 
attles were sold on. the streets and uni- 
versally bought alike by children and 
dults, by rich and poor, to grind the 
lones of Judas, and the objectionable 
noise—second in hideousness only to 
;hat of our own sending off of firecrack- 
ers on the Fourth of July—was reli- 
iiously kept up all day. In the year of 
iur Lord 1868 Judas was burned in 
Mexico on the Plaza Mayor nnder the 
napes of General Forey, Napoleon III, 
and last, but not least, M. Dnbois de 
Saligny, who especially was roasted 
with a will amid the wild execrations 
if the populace.

It is well to bear in mind also that 
ferns, with the exception of the hardy 
upland jjbrts, grow in moist, shaded 
places. :. 
: It is therefore essential that 


they never'dry oat and that they be 
kept ins partial ahftfo. It la not wise, 
howeve*.;to soak iiho plants daily, 
whetheiftneedod or 'not. When new 
fronds aft unfurling; afoid placing the 
plant in a position when i* vrill be ex- 
posed to the full powac'of the sunlight, 
as it will sometimes,burn or blast the 
tender young fronds,—Woman's Home

After Some Discussion, the Questions of 


Tax levy, Bonds, etc.. Were Post- 
poned Until Xext Monday. 
The Board of City Council met in 


regular session last evening. All pres- 
ent except Counoilmen Rune and 
Wells.

The minutes of the last meeting were 


read and approved. Mr. Noyes moved 
that the special committee on Finance 
be requested to report at a special 
meeting to be called on March 7th for 
the purpose of making a tax levy for 
the year 1898. Action was tempoiarily 
postponed. The opinion of the Su- 
preme Court in the nase of A. G 
Fletcher in i egard to the constitution- 
ality of the law incorporating the City 
of Reno, was read and placed 011 file. 


A bill was presented by the Sheriff, 


and allowed covering the costs in the 
case of the City of Reno vs the River- 
side Mill Company amounting to 
$18 95. Mr. Oaburn moved that the 
action of the Board at last meeting 
wherein special counsel be requested to 
present his bill for services, bo recon- 
sidered. Upon roll call, Mr. Osburn 
and Mr. Noyes voted, aye, and Mr. 
Byland, no. 


Messrs. Brooks of Hodgson & Co 


and Mott of Gilhg. Mott & Co. ap- 
peared before the Board and gave in- 
formation relative to the necessary 
preliminaries m establishing a pipe 
line also the cost of various sizes and 
qualities of pipe. 


Mr. Powning spoke relative to mak- 


ing a levy for lighting the town. He 
offered 18 street lights at $10 each and 
25 at $9 each or 6 or 8 at the regular 
rate of $12 each per month. He quoted 
prices in other towns and believed the 
electric company was offering a reason- 
able figure for a service which the peo- 
ple should have. No action taken. 


J. J. Becker appeared befoie the 


Board and asked that permission be 
granted to change the line of the Orr 
ditch in the northwestern part of town, 
also asked that the City pay cost of 
the change. Ordered laid over until 
next meeting. 


Mr. Osburn moved that the Com- 


mittee on Water and Lights be author- 
ized to employ such engineers as will 
be necessary to survey and run a lino 
from the proposed water site. 
Car- 


ried. 


Mr. Fred Gould wus called upon to 


inform the Board as to the feasibility 
of the project and the proposed prelim- 
inary survey. To a question from Mr 
Noyes regarding a better proposition 
than the one in view, Mr Gould re- 
plied that he conld not giva any data 
without miking a proper investigation. 


A resolution by Mr. Oaburn, provid- 


ing thit the Council adjourn until 
Monday, March 7ch, at 7:30 to consider 
the tax levy, the bonds and other mat- 
ters was adopted. 


Mr. Oaffrey was called upon to give 


any information concerning light that 
he had at hand, but replied that he had 
nothing to offer at this time, other 
;han to say that Mr. Powning's com- 
parison in the prices of street lights 
were based on a charge for 2,000 candle 
power lights, this being the power fur- 
nished in the cities which Mr. Powning 
lad named, while the Reno company 
only furnished a 1,200 caudle power 
ight. 
Mr. Caffrey claimed that the 


superior service of a higher power 
ight must as a matter of course de- 
mand a higher rate. 


The Board now adjourned. 


A Novel Exhibit. 


Suiter's mill, near where Marshall 


discovered the first nugget of gold, will 
be produced built of redwood logs, at 
the Trans-Mississippi exposition at 
Omaha. Ibis structure will be an 
identical representation of Hatter's 
mm at Ooloma aq it was on Junuiry 24, 
1848. The ground suiroundmg the 
mill will be constructed in the form of 
an arch, the two massive supports will 
consiat of boulders and earth thrown 
;ogether at random, in a niche hol- 
lowed in one support will be a figure 
representing spring; in the correspond- 
ng support will stand summer. Hard 
3y the mill the two gigantic pines that 
stood by Suiter's mill will be seen, 
and the remainder of the summit will 
be covered with earth grass and shrub- 
oery. The tail race from the mill, con- 
taining the exact spot of the discovery, 
also will be portrayed. 
On the left 


band corner will stand life-size figures 
of an Indian, a Mexican and a United 
States soldier; on the right hand cor- 
ner a sailor, a miner, a mercha nt and a 
pruner. Lai ge redwood trees and tim- 
bers are to be brought fi om the monnt- 
tains for the structure, in order to give 
as much the appearance of the original 
mill as skill can possibly make it.

THIRTY-SEVENTH YEAR. 


Peter Komns Tell* Some Tory Flsliy Sto- 


ries About John Mailer—Tho EvorOrow 
Ins Squad of Clierry Stone Workers—A 
Wonderful Knife. 
Perhaps tho most prevalent mania of 


lueii giitcd with inecBanical ingenuity 
takes tho shape of accomplishing or at- 
tempting to accomplish in miniature 
the mightiest feats of engineering thut 
human hands have over set up. The en- 
thusiabt iu miniature regards tho Forth 
bridge, for example, not ns a utilitarian 
masterpiece, but as a model to be fol- 
lowed and copied in all the materials 
Enpplitd by a threepenny bit, and the 
085 fcot of Eiffel tower neither nils his 
breast with awe nor horror, but is re- 
garded as a choice subject to be con- 
structed m miniature out of bent pen 
and the shell of a walnut. 


Of the medicBval mechanicians John 


Mnllcr, bettor known in the trade as 
Regioniontanus, which one must admit 
sounds well for one of his craft, who 
lived in the fifteenth century, was with- 
out doubt the Maskelyne and Cook of 
the period, or at all events he had as a 
biographer u writer of greater imagina- 
tion than the other less fortunate genii 
of that era. Peter Bamus, the writer in 
question, nob only credits John Muller 
with fashioning a wooden eaglo, which 
on the occasion of the Empeior Max- 
imilian visiting Nuremberg flew out to 
meet him, saluted him in due form— 
however that may have been—and then 
turned round and accompanied the pro- 
cession to the city gates, but further as- 
serts that the same individual turned 
out an iron fly 
Whicli, having flown a perfect roundabout, 
With weary vricgs returned unto her master. 


Wo are inclined to think, all things 


considered, that Peter Eamus had the 
makings of a very fine creator of excit- 
ing fiction in him and that it was a sad 
pity he allowed his gift to be wasted in 
compiling a biography of a 100 years' 
deceased automata artificer in place of 
forestalling the friend of our youth, M. 
Jules Verne 


Tho cheiry etone has been a favorite 


subject lor the worker in miniature 
since Hadriauus Junius saw at Mechlin 
"a cherry stone cut into the form of a 
basket, in which were 14 pairs of dice 
distinct, tho spotsandnnmbersof which 
were easily to be discerned with a good 
eye," A museum in Massachusetts has 
among its other possessions a cherry 
stone containing a dozen silver spoons. 
As the stone is of the ordinary size the 
spoons are so small that their shape can 
only bo ndmired by the aid of a niicro- 
ecope. Other remarkable cherry stones 
are the ones carved all over with 124 
heads, mostly of popes and potentates, 
and the one fashioned by a topmaker at 
Nuremberg, which contains a plan of 
Sevastopol, a railway station and the 
"Messiah" of Klopstock, is indeed mnl- 
tum in parvo. 


A tiny vessel has been made of lar.e 


years by an Italian jeweler who came 
into possession of a pearl that nature 
had caused to take upon itself the shape 
and contour of a boat. A sail of beaten 
gold studded with diamonds, a binnacle 
light of ruby and emerald, and a rud- 
der of ivory complete the structure, 
which weighs less than an ounce all 
told. Wo recently saw it stated that the 
smallest steam engine in the world ia 
ono of an upright pattern, made of sil- 
ver and gold and resting on a 25 cent 
goldpiece. The diameter of the cylinder 
is one forty-eighth part of an inch; 
stroke, ono thirty-second of an men; 
weight, one ^eighth of a grain; bore of 
cylinder, .8125 of a square inch. The 
engine can be worked either by steam 
or compressed air, and—oh, shade of 
Peter Eamus—the balance wheel of 
one-third of an inch diameter is said to 
make 1,760 revolutions per minute. 


In 1816 a knife was made at Messrs. 


Travis & Son's, Manchester, containing 
three blades, buttonhook, saw, punch, 
screwdriver, box, corkscrew, hook and 
gimlet, two phlemens, a species of lan- 
cet, picker and two more lancets with a 
ring at the head. The knife, we learn, 
was only eleven-sixteenths of an inch 
long and weighed 1 pennyweight 14 
grains. 
At this end of the century 


Sheffield can boast of a dozen pairs of 
shears, each no minute that they alto- 
gether weigh less than balf a grain, if 
report speaks true. 


Of examples of microscope writing 


there is no end, but one of the most fa- 
mous is mentioned by Pliny, who said 
that Cicero had once seen Homer's 
"Iliad" in a nutshell. In order to prove 
the truth of this a French writer named 
Huet experimented in the presence of 
the danphin, whose tutor ho was in 
1070. 
He first showed that a piece of 


sheepskin 10 by 8 inches can bo folded 
up to fit the shell of a walnut, and then 
proceeded to prove that he could got 250 
stanzas of SO verses to a stanza on each 
side of tho paper, or 7,500 verses on 
each side. Of the paintings in minia- 
ture Carel van Mauder, tho sixteenth 
century painter and historian, quotes 
the landscape painted by Lucas van 
Heere's wife. This work of art repre- 
sented a mill with sails bent, the mil- 
lor appearing as if mounting the stairs 
loaded with a sack. A cart and horse 
were seen upon the terrace upon which 
the mill was fixed, and on the road sev- 
eral peasants were discerned. The whole 
was perfectly distinct and accurately 
finished, and yet so minute that it could 
be covered with one grain of corn. 
Surely that most microscopic artist, M. 
Jan, van Beers, must be descended from 
the fair painter of thai extraordinary 
work of art.—London Standard.
